Tho Screw of Archimedes. 


Archimedes of Syracuse, when he-was 


in Egypt, invented a machine for pump- 
ing bilge water out of the holds of ships. 
This instrument was also used in tho 
delta for purposes of irrigation. Diodo- 
rorf Siculns twice refers to it (i., 34, 2, 
v., 37, 3). A curious model of snch an 
instrument, probably of the lato Ptole- 
maic period, Las' been found 'in lowei 
Egypt. It consists of a terra outta cyl- 
inder with a Ecrew inside it 10 inches 
long and 4^jJ inches iu diameter. Near 
the center of tho outside is n baud with 
crosspieces. These may represent foot- 
holds and suggest that the machine 
was worked after the manner of the 
treadmill. Snch screws were probably 
mado of wood. No other example of 
this screw seems to have come to light. 
—American Journal of

THE CHABGES. 


In the last issue of the News are pre-
